Interest Deductions Wrong 
On Many Tax Returns 

Taxpayers planning to claim 
cn interest deduction on their 
! 071 Federal tax return should 
he sure to read the instructions 
carefully to avoid errors, William 
K. Williams, District Director of 
Internal Revenue for Massachu¬ 
setts advised. 

Interest deductions should be 
entered with other itemized de- 
d iclions on Schedule A and at¬ 
tached to Form 1040. The form 
for itemized deductions gives tax¬ 
payers space to list interest, tax¬ 
es, contributions and other deduc¬ 
tible expenses. 

Ihterest paid on a home mort¬ 
gage. a hank loan or other debt 
may be deducted if the taxpayer 
i legally responsible for the pay¬ 
ment. 

Interest paid for another per¬ 
son is not deductible, Mr. Wil¬ 
liams said. This could occur when 
a parent makes a mortgage pay¬ 
ment for his children on a home 
that is not in his name.

The remainder of the premium 
cost for medical insurance should 
be added to other medical costs 
and that total reduced by 3 per¬ 
cent of adjusted gross income. 
Life insurance and accident and 
health insurance covering the loss 
of earnings are not medical ex¬ 
penses and the premiums paid 
are not deductible. 

Medical expenses .should be 
listed on Schedule A along with 
other deductible items. This 
schedule should be attached to 
the Form 1040. 

Many taxpayers overlook the 
special provision for deducting 
medical insurance premiums and, 
as a result, overpay their income 
taxes, Mr. Williams said.

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Startling Changes 

Final figures may show that fewer babies were born in the 
United States in 1971 than at anytime since 1946—and this notwith¬ 
standing the fact that there are more women in child-bearing years 
than ever before. The birthrate has definitely turned downward. 
Although no one can be sure of the reason, the U.S. birthrate 
among all races and economic classes is down near an all-time low, 
and current statistics indicate that the country will reach zero pop¬ 
ulation growth within the lifetimes of people now among us. 

This would mean some startling changes in the U.S. manner 
of living. One expert notes, for example, that the median age 
would rise from the twenties to the forties. The political tone of 
the country would almost certainly be more conservative, and money 
that has gone into construction of more and more schools could be 
diverted, to. pollution control and other desirable public undertakings. 
Population growth, unlike the weather, is something that people can 
do more than talk about. And, seemingly, a lot of people are doing 
just that. Their actions could change the forecast for the 1970’s 
and beyond. . 

Guarding Citixen Rights 

Aside from its many endeavors in the promotion of plain good 
citizenship, the National Rifle Association, through its long history, 
has contributed incalculably to the cause of individual liberty. As 
an example, it steadfastly upholds the right of firearm ownership 
by law-abiding citizens. This right has been as much a part of 
U. S. freedom as the right of assembly and free speech. Men have 
always had to fight to preserve these rights. 

In an interesting 100th Anniversary editorial, touching on cur¬ 
rent agitation for gun control laws, “The American Rifleman” ob¬ 
serves, “Attempts to eliminate handguns are nothing new. In July 
1518, the Emperor Maximilian banned their manufacture and use in 
Austria because highwaymen could carry them secretly under their 
clothing’.” From Maximilian’s day right to the present, schemes 
have been devised to take firearms away from private citizens. After 
World War II, attempts were made to eliminate private ownership 
of guns out of fear that World War TI veterans “trained to kill with 
guns” would come home and be susceptible to involvement in shoot¬ 
ings on every street corner. 

The Rifleman concludes that, “The outrageous error of trying 
to control firearms, instead of criminals, is only just now being fully 
realized.” It is a reasonably good bet, however, that the right of 
gun ownership will remain unabridged only so long as alert citizens 
and alert organizations such as the NRA continue to uphold it, just 
as they do other individual rights (hat spell the difference between 
oppression and freedom. 


Buy Near Home 

Mobility is now considered one of our inalienable rights. How¬ 
ever, it is not free, and sometimes it can be exercised beyond the 
point of practicality. 

The Wells County Free Press of Fessenden, North Dakota, 
makes the point very well. It says, “Did* you ever drive 50 to 100 
miles or more to take advantage of a super-duper special that was 
advertised somewhere? A local $50 item 50 miles away would have 
to sell for $34.50 in order for you to break even. The American 
Automobile Association certifies that 15.5 cents is what it costs to 
drive your car one mile. So if you’ve driven 100 miles round trip 
to pick up that special, you’ll have to add $15.50 to that purchase. 
That sweet buy can suddenly turn quite sour. 

“Local merchants, wether it is groceries, clothing, drugs, hard¬ 
ware, appliances or whatever, feature top line, nationally advertised 
products. And they are also at comparative prices. They also sup¬ 
port your local schools, churches and organizations. They also help 
to pay for improvements to make this a better place to live. And 
they’ll be here tomorrow to serve you personally.” 


UnlioaUhy Situation 

Mr. A. M. Tewksbury writes in the “Oregon Voter Digest” that, 
“American agriculture faces grave economic problems. The most 
important is the low financial return to farmers for their hard work 
and their big investments in land and equipment. Farm income is 
so inadequate that two out of three farmers earn over half of their 
annual incomes from off-farm sources, according to the 1969 Census 
of Agriculture. In 1970, for the first time on record, farm earnings 
of U. S. farmers totaled less than their off-farm earnings: $15.9 
billion from farming, $17 billion from non-farm sources. This is an 
unhealthy situation which bodes ill for the future of the most basic, 
most important sector of our economy.”

Economic Isolation Is Not The Answer

The consumer, the stockholder, the worker and the average guy j 
in the street as well as business and industry in general are all about J 
to fall victim to an effort by leaders .of organized labor to isolate | 
the United States from the rest of the world. 

Since sponsoring the Foreign Trade and Investment Act of 1971 
(commonly known as the Hartke-Burke bill) last October, labor; 
leaders have been conducting- an intensive campaign to win support 1 
for this unsound piece of legislation. If passed, this bill would cost' 
the United States up to 606,000 domestic jobs, billions of dollars in 
remitted earnings from abroad, up to 30 per cent of its total ex¬ 
ports, and billions of dollars in increased prices. 

In addition, this bill would effectively isolate the United States 
economically and politically from the rest of the world and almost 
surely signal the decline of the United States to a second rate eco¬ 
nomic power. 

It would give the President a new “super” agency to dictate 
when a United States firm can invest abroad, license or sell a patent 
to a foreign affiliate, and what and how much of a product can be 
imported. 

Labor’s concern for United States jobs is shared by all of us, 
but the answer to the problem is not the reactionary approach sug¬ 
gested in the Hartke-Burke bill. The answer lies in making Presi¬ 
dent Nixon’s economic policy work, stimulating exports, working for, 
the elimination of non-tariff furriers and improving domestic pro¬ 
ductivity. It is time that organized labor leaders recognize their 
responsibility to be a constructive rather than a reactionary force 
in our society. 


FRIENDLY PERSUASIOI* 

A solicitor in work clothes 
visits a home in a neighborhood. 
He explains to the homeowner 
that he has just completed a 
driveway in the area and has just 
enough material left over in his 
truck “for one more job.” 

These gypsters may attempt to 
convince the homeowner that they 
are working out of a nearby im¬ 
munity to comply that they are 
running a reputable and in cal 
business. They may even use re¬ 
movable signs on the side of their 
trucks. After they operate in one 
area for a while they switc u the 
identification. 

They claim to offer bargains, 
but actually charge as much as 
they think a homeowner can be 
induced to pay. If the homeowner 
agrees to hav e his driveway seal- 
coated, the- solicitor will spray 
the driveway, collect his fee and 
move on to the nearest neighbor 
or neighborhood. 

OUT OF SIGHT 

The homeowner soon learns 
that the material used to seal- 
coat the driveway is inadequate 
—the spray turns into a sticky 
mess that will not dry and wash¬ 
es away with a heavy rain. 

Often the sealcoating is noth¬ 
ing more than the application of 
a mixture which colors and usual¬ 
ly ends up in the house. 

By the time the homeowner 
realizes the work is faulty—the 
gypsters are out of town. 

Among the most notorious of 
the migratory sealcoaters are the 
Williamsons, a clan numbering at 
least 200, which swarms out of 
the South each spring. For years 
this large elusive, and well-or¬ 
ganized family has traveled the 
country hoodwinking home own¬ 
ers in nearly every state. 

Attorney General Quinn urges 
consumers to do business with 
persons or concerns with estab¬ 
lished reputations. 

Consumers who are approached 
or are victims of these gypsters 
should contact their local police 
or report their experience to the 
Consumer Protection Division.

Mass. Sales Tax 
Deductions Listed 
In IRS Tables 

The amount Massachusetts tax¬ 
payers can deduct for sales tax 
on Federal tax returns appears 
in tables printed in the 1040 tax 
instructions. 

William E. Williams, District 
Director of Internal Revenue for 
Massachusetts, said the tables 
show the sales tax deduction by 
family size and income. 

The table is based on consumer 
spending patterns and shows the 
average sales tax paid by Massa¬ 
chusetts residents, he said. 

The sales tax on automobiles, 
boats, trailers, and airplanes is 
not included in the table. Tax¬ 
payers who bought these items in 
1971 may add deductible sales 
taxes paid on them to the amount 
shown in the table. 

The table is furnished as a 
guide for the convenience of tax¬ 
payers who do not keep detailed 
records of payments. Taxpayers 
who prefer to deduct the actual 
amount of state sales taxes paid 
during the year should have rec¬ 
ords as proof of payment, Mr. 
Williams said. . •
